PRINGLI 


Mr. Pringle’s first work in hybridiz 
ing was performed with potatoes on 
his home farm. He crossed the Early 
Rose, a standard Vermont grown po- 
tato, with pollen from the White Peach- 


blow, the Excelsior and the Black 
Mercer. The progeny from these 
crosses gave him the Snowflake, the 


Alpha and the Ruby, all excellent 
tubers, but with Snowflake the results 
were exceptional. Seed from this 
variety he disposed of at the rate of 
a thousand dollars a pound for several 
years. 

Mr. Pringle, in 1870, turned his at- 
tention to the hybridizing of the cereals 
and in this line of work enjoys the 
distinction of being the pioneer in 
America. His Defiance wheat for 
many years has been the staple pro 


ducts of some of the larger wheat 
fields in the West. Mr. Pringle also 
experimented extensively and with 


great success in developing oats, to- 
matoes and fruits, particularly cur- 
rants, grapes and tree fruits. Mr. 
Pringle is given the credit for being 
the originator of the hulless oat which 
made possible Quaker Oats and other 
cereal products. 

It was in 1874 that Mr. Pringle, now 
himself a youth, embark in a light 
bark canoe for the long trip to Canada, 
via Lake Champlain and the river St 
Lawrence. ‘The initial trip was full of 
peril and hardship, one that might have 
quelled much hardier spirits than those 


of the two young botanists Yet they 
kept on their journey until they were 
stopped by impassable barrier ot 


forest and turbulent stream, and were

For some years he has been 
sending out an average of three hun- 
dred species of plants to these herba- 
riums with an exchange of about an 
equal number. The past year he dis- 
tributed about three thousand speci 
mens,

The Best Said to Be Oranges, Grapes 
and Fresh Olives. 

Of all breakfast fruits the orange ts 
deservedly the most popular, It is a 
food that Is distinetly health giving. 
Orange juice aids greatly in reducing 
the amount of putrefaction found tp 
the intestines of oearly all persons 
who are submitted to clinical labora- 
tory tests, 

Grapes are another frult that should 
Always be eaten freely when obtainable, 
Apples are preferably eaten before re 
tring, and two are about twice as good 
as one, The apple babit, persisted tn, 
often works rather surprising results 
With persons who are naturally list- 
less. Lemons can hardly be eaten as 
a fruit, but lemonade is a valuable 
beverage, When used as a laxative 
fresh figs should form the dessert 
When not obtainable the dried figs 
form a yood substitute.

vast quantities of Jacobite correspond-

THE BOROBOEDOER. 
A Hindoo Temple Built In Java In the 
Eighth Century. 

The Boroboedoer unearthed by Sir 
Stamford Rattles when the English 
ruled in Java built by the Hin 
doos in the eighth century and ts by 
far the tinest example of their work 
In the island. Standing on a hill in 
the middle of the valley, this impos 
Ing edifice, covering uearly ten acres, 
rises to a height of upward of a bun 
dred feet above the summit of the hill 

It n series of stone ter 
races built on top of each other in di 
minishing magnitude as to leave 
elreumscribing galleries and crowned 
by a vast cupola. Entrance to the gal 
leries is gained by four stairways— 
north, south, east and Which 
run from the ground straight up to 
the big top terraces, in the middle of

The Crew, the Work and the Kind of 
Life the Men Lead. 

Life aboard a submarine is not 
unpleasant or dangerous as one might 
imagine, but it Is entirely different 
from that led on other types of ships 

The crew, usually two
